Alberta Did Well 

| Further particulars of the winnings 
| of Alberta seed grain and livestock at 
the eastern exhibitions at Toronto 
and Chicago, give still more evidence 
of the splendid showing made by the 
Province. At Toronto Alberta live- 
stock took more than 50 prizes as 
well as 10 championships and reserves, 
doing even better at Toronto than at 
Chicago. 

In seed grain at Chicago Alberta 
took in all 43 prizes, as compared with 
44 last year. Two firsts, one second 
place and three thirds were awarded 
to Alberta. A full list of winnings at 
both exhibitions is not yet available 
and will be issued later. 

Alberta was second in International 
Competition at Chicago in the number 
of prises won, Montana being first, and 
Saskkatchewan third. 


Good Record in Savings Certificates 

The Provincial Government savings 
certificate scheme has had another 
good year, according to figures for 
the purchases up to the end of Nov- 
ember. The purchases during Nov- 
ember totalled nearly a million dol- 
lars. The total purchases for the 11 
months of the year were $5,729,854.12, 
while withdrawals of savings amount- 
ed to $5,015,062.48, leaving a net 
amount in the Government’s Treasury 
of $714,789.64 the third highest total 
since the inception of the scheme. The 
accumulated net amount in savings in 
the treasury’s hands since the incep- 
tion of the scheme in 1917 is $5,346,- 
503. 


Seed Grain Prices Set 

The prices at which seed wheat will 
be sold from The Provincial Seed 
Cleaning Plant at Edmonton in be- 
half of the seed growers patronizing 
the plant, have been set as follows: 
For Marquis and Ruby seed wheat 
first generation, $1,25 above the cur- 
rent Edmonton street price for No. 
1 Northern at the time of sale. 
Second generation 80 cents above 
third generation 60 cents above 
fourth generation 50 cents above 
Extra No. 1 30 cents above. The 
prices for seed oats will be set at 
the annual meeting of the Alberta 
Seed Growers at Calgary January 20 
but those wishing to purchase oats 
may send in their applications now 
to the plant at Edmonton and they 
will be protected in the order of their 
applications when the prices are set 
Should these prices be not suitable to 
them, their applications will be re- 
turned. 


Provincial Seed Fair 

The Annual Provincial Seed Fair is 
to be held in Calgary January 30 to 
28, during the U.F.A. Convention, and 
the Annual Convention of Alberta 
Seed Growers will be held at the same 
time. The programe for the Conven- 
tion includes interesting discussions 
led by prominent agriculturists.
